4. The above Corpus Fund amount shall be 
kept in Fixed Deposit account in the State Bank 
of India permanently and the interest earned 
against said investment in the form ofFixed Deposit, 
shallbe utilized for activities of Library Development 
in Goa as specified below , based on the guidelines 
given by the XIth Finance Commission , 
Government of India , New Delhi. 


8. The statement of interest earned on Corpus 
Fund account and returns spent for purchase

( 5 ) The salaries and allowances payable to , and 
the other terms and conditions of service of, the 
Chairperson and Members shall be such as may 
be prescribed . 


( 2 ) A person shall not be qualified for 
appointment as a Member unless he , ---, 


(a ) is a member of a minority community; and 


( b ) is a person of eminence , ability and 
integrity . 


6. Officers and other employees of Commission. 
( 1 ) The Central Government shall provide the 
Commission with a Secretary and such other 
officers and employees as may be necessary for 
the efficient performance of the functions of the 
Commission under this Act. 


5. Term of office and conditions of service of 
Chairperson and Members.-- (1 ) Every Member 
shall hold office for a term of five years from the 
date on which he assumes office . 


( 2 ) The salaries and allowances payable to , and 
the other terms and conditions of service of, the 
Secretary , officers and other employees appointed 
for the purpose of the Commission shall be such 
as may be prescribed . 


( 2 ) A Member may , by writing under his hand 
addressed to the Central Government, resign from 
the office of Chairperson or, as the case may be, of 
Member at any time. 


( 3 ) The Central Government shall remove a 
person from the office ofMember if that person

Functions and Powers of Commission 


13. Financial and administrative powers of 
Chairperson . - The Chairperson shall exercise 
such financial and administrative powers as may 
be vested in him by the rules made under this 
section : 


11. Functions of Commission . Notwithstanding 
anything contained in any other law for the time 
being in force , the Commission shall 


(a ) advise the Central Government or any 
State Government on any question relating to 
the education of minorities that may be referred 
to it ; 


Provided that the Chairperson shall have 
authority to delegate such of the financial and 
administrative power as he may think fit to any 
Member or Secretary or any other officer of the 
Commission subject to the condition that such 
Member or Secretary or officer shall, while 
exercising such delegated powers , continue to act 
under the direction , control and supervision of the 
Chairperson . 


(b ) look into specific complaints regarding 
deprivation or violation of rights of minorities 
to establish and administer educational 
institutions of their choice and any dispute 
relating affiliation to a Scheduled University and 
report its findings to the Central Government 
for its implementation ; and . 


CHAPTER V 


Finance , Accounts and Audit

necessary , incidental or conducive to the 
attainment of all or any of the objects of the 
Commission . 


14. Grants by Central Government.- ( 1) The 
CentralGovernment shall , after due appropriation 
made by Parliament by law in this behalf, pay to 
the Commission by way of grants such sums of 
money as the Central Government may think fit 
for being utilised for the purposes of this Act . 


12. Powers of Commission.- ( 1 ) If any dispute 
arises between a minority educational institution 
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( 2 ) The Commission may spend such sums of 
money as it thinks fit for performing the functions 
under this Act , and such sums shall be treated as 
expenditure payable out of the grants referred to 
in sub - section ( 1) .

15. Accounts and audit.-- ( 1 ) The Commission 
shall maintain proper accounts and other relevant 
records and prepare an annual statement of 
accounts in such form as may be prescribed by 
the Central Government in consultation with the 
Comptroller and Auditor -General of India . 


( 2 ) Every notification issued under sub 
section (1 ) , shall be laid before each House of 
Parliament. 


( 2 ) The accounts of the Commission shall be 
audited by the Comptroller and Auditor- General 
at such intervals as may be specified by him and 
any expenditure incurred in connection with such 
audit shall be payable by the Commission to the 
Comptroller and Auditor -General. 


19. Chairperson , Members, Secretary , 
employees , etc., of Commission to be 
public servants.- The Chairperson , 
Members , Secretary , officers and other 
employees of the Commission shall be 
deemed to be public servants within the 
meaning of section 21 of the Indian Penal 45 of 1860 . 
Code . 


20. Directions by Central Government.-- ( 1) In 
the discharge of its functions under this Act , the 
Commission shall be guided by such direction on 
questions of policy relating to national purposes , 
as may be given to it by the Central Government. 


( 3 ) The Comptroller and Auditor -General and 
any person appointed by him in connection with 
the audit of the accounts of the Commission under 
this Act shall have the same rights and privileges 
and the authority in connection with such audit 
as the Comptroller and Auditor-General generally 
has in connection with the audit of Government 
accounts and , in particular, shall have the right to 
demand the production of books , accounts , 
connected vouchers and other documents and 
papers and to inspect any of the offices of the 
Commission 


( 2 ) If any dispute arises between the Central 
Government and the Commission as to whether a 
question is or is not a question of policy relating to 
national purposes , the decision of the Central 
Govemment shall be final. 


16. Annual report . The Commission shall 
prepare , in such form and at such time, for each 
financial year, as may be prescribed , its annual 
report, giving a full account of its activities during 
the previous financial year and forward a copy 
thereof to the Central Government. 


21. Protection of action taken in good faith. 
No suit , prosecution or other legal proceeding shall 
lie against the Central Government, Commission , 
Chairperson , Members , Secretary or any officer or 
other employee of the Commission for anything 
which is in good faith done or intended to be done 
under this Act . 


17. Annual report and audit report to be laid 
before Parliament.— The Central Government shall 
cause the annual report , together with a 
memorandum of action taken on the advice 
tendered by the Commission under section 17- and 
the reasons for the non -acceptance , if any, of any 
such advice , and the audit report to be laid as soon 
as may be after they are received before each 
House of Parliament. 


22. Act to have overriding effect.-- . The 
provisions of this Act shall have effect 
notwithstanding anything inconsistent therewith 
contained in any other law for the time being in 
force or in any instrument having effect by virtue 
of any law other than this Act . 


23. Returns or information . The Commission 
shall furnish to the Central Government such 
returns or other information with respect to its 
activities as the Central Government may , from 
time to time, require . 


CHAPTER VI 


Miscellaneous 


24. Power to make rules.- ( 1 ) The Central 
Government may , by notification in the Official 
Gazette , make rules for carrying out the provisions 
of this Act .
